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The continuall following of the 


French king Vpor the Duke of Parma,the 
Duke ot Guiſe,the duke of Maine,and 
their Armies, from the'r7.of A- 
prill, yntill the 20. of 
the ſame. 


Ss He 17. ofthis moneth the 
king departed from An- 
glecs welen ; vnderſtand- 
ing that the Duke of Pgy- 
in, me bclieged Cawgebeck 
£5 hoping to encloſe hym 
Te there , butthat morning 
"Ss he was aduertiſed of the 
yeelding of that place, and.that the Duke bad 
encamped bimlel f in theplain field one le 
from Exetore, where hebhad eancched bimiclf 
And the Duke,of Gayesand cM gyne, with two 
thouſand hoxſe, and athouſand and two bun. 
dred foatcat Enetoce : Wherevpon the king 
marched towards them withall hisaraopes in 
battell ray, and.tenpepeecos af ordinance, till 
within ce quarters ofaleague.afchaw, and

bo 
there cauſing his artie to ſtay . He with 560. 
horſemage forward to diſcouer his ennemies 
orderofencamping:the Duke de Maine ſhewed 
himſelfe with a thouſand horſe, thinking to 
driue vs to retire;but the king charged his men 
with twa.trgppes,, agd made ztiem rcure, itftb 
their quarter with,diſhonour , and ihe lofſe of 
Monſter Conmenaw:who was taken priſoner;and 
did aſſure theKing,thatthe Duke de Parma was 
but newly adfiertifed of I1is comming,and that 
he didnot thinke thar the K. durſt abide him : 
which pleaſed theking verie well. 

And further he ſaid that the Duke dyd re- 
folue to ginethe King battayle, wherevnto al- 
ſo thekinge prepared hrrhſclte againſtthemor- 
rowe, the ſayde nextday, the kinge ſceing that 
the Enemie cameinot forward, relolued to take 


by force'the'Village of Exetote, and 'to lodge 


there in deſpite of the enemie, or elle ro con- 
ſtraine them to fight, bw 1 
Wherevpon he ſente out Curaces and Har- 
quebuſſes vpon horſſebacke; tV'6bſeruewhat 
countenance the enitriy kept, who xs theh Were 
comming on withhorfleandfoor! bit percei- 
uing that the kinge came, with a tr{atntion to 
charge them, they retired, ſhametully forſaking 
their quarterand fertitg fire on it, and went a- 
waye in great diforder, vntill they were. cotne 
vnto.the Duke"de Parmehis quarter. | 
The king followed them and killed duuerſe,

-andtooke ſome Gentlemen priſoners, and, a- 
-mongeſt the reſte, the-Baron dels Chaſtre , the 
Duke de Huine was almoſte taken, his horſle 
being cleaneoutot breath. k 

In this conflict there weare of themaboute 
foureſcoreſlaine : that day wee lodged at Exe- 
tote, and the villages beyond, which we badde 
woon'ot the enimie within three, quarters of a 
Leaguc oft the-Dukes trenches, wherat the D. 
was much aſtoniſhed,and imagined he was be- 
traicd by the French. The xix. day we oficred 
them manie skirmiſhes, butthe Duke was very 
coole and would not (tir. 

The Kingeas well rocome by vicuall him- 
ſelfe by ſaint Yallarieand Diep, as allo to hinder 
te comming of any tothe cnimie, remooued 
from Exctote and came towards Newhanen. Af. 
terwee were lodged, theengmic laidean am. 
buſcado tor vs, and {ent fome bf his-horſemen 
to tole vs on. Therevpon the kinge ſentfor fir 
Roger Williams to come-ynto him with two hun 
cred Muskets,and an hundred andfittic Pikes, 
which were preſentlie charged by fiue Cornets 
of Spaniards and Ntalians, whoe were fo well res 
cciucd, that two of their Coronets were taken, 

Some of the Commanders of thoſe. horſle- 
men were killed, and many hurtinthemeane. 
time vi. hundred Musketers and Corſlets. of 
theenemie , which wereao backed by other 
companies maintained a hone skirmiſh with 
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our men, but in the end the enemie was forced 
to'retire with ſhame and loſle, there were in 
this conflict fortic Engliſh hurt,and eight ſlain. 
The king doth greatly exalt the Engliſh,and fir 
Roger Williams for their valor ſhewed at this ſer- 
vice, who hauealſo gotten therein great good 
ſpoile and booties of the encmies. 

The Gallion of Roave was latcly taken b 
ſome ſhips that lie in the river,and which doth 
alſo hinder the comming of victuall vato the 
campe. 

There was a letter of the Duke, vnto the 
king of Spaine intercepted, wherein he rehear- 
ſeth the miſerie that he is in,for want of ſuffici- 
ent ſtrength to meete the king, and his great 
want of victuals, and the ſmall meanes he hath 
to make a good retreate. 

He alſo complaiteth of the duke de Marne & 
theother french ſaying, that they haue in a ma- 
ner betraied him , & concludes that he cannot 
terire without fighring,and haflarding theloſſe 
ofhisatmie, 

Hehath received a ſhot in the arme, and is 
tike as his Phyſition ſaith,toloſer : foralthogh 
the hnrt of it felfebenot daungerous, yetteby 
reaſot of diftemperature and other accidentes 
which commmonlie followevppon ſuch hurts 
they ſtand in great doubt afie, be is carricd in 
2 litter nd cannoryerride on horfſeback. The 
kingis reſolued toalfaile him in his —_—

he will not otherwiſe accept of battayle. 

We feare nothing but that hee will ſteale a+ 
way in the night. Thekinge hath at this time 
2600. Frenche Curaces, and 800. Harquebu- 
ſhers onhorflebacke, belides three thouſande 
French footmen which are dailic expeRed: he 
hathalfofentforall his garriſons round about 
him, and thelonger the duke dooth Rtaic, the 
moreforces the king will hauc. 
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
